Mi’s  win 
research 
contract 


73  seniors  accepted 
by  scholastic  honorary 


A $23,678  contract  for  re- 
scarcli  of  high  performance 
rocket  nozzles  has  been  award- 
ed to  the  BYU  Mechanical  En- 
gineering Dept,  by  Thiokol 
Chemical  Corp. 

Thiokol  Chemical  Corp.  is  the 
prime  controctor  for  the  first 
state  of  the  solid  fuel  propellent 
rocket,  the  Minuteman. 

1>R.  JOHN'  SIMONSLX.  chair- 
man of  the  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering Dept.,  said  the  research 
concerns  “investigation  of  drag  * 
co-efficients  of  small  particles 
in  an  accelerating  field.” 

Dr.  Simonsen  explained  that 
In  some  gases  there-  are  small 
particles  which  have  not  been 
studied  to  determine  their  effect 
upon  rocket  'performance. 

THI'J  PROJECT  is  set  up  to 
determine  their  amount  of  accel- 
eration of  these  particles. 

Assisting  Dr.  Simonsen,  who 
fs  in  charge  of  the  project,  are 
Oine  graduate  and  four  under- 
graduate students. 

Tlie  particles  are  accelerated 
by  magnetic  field  which  is  pro- 
dttfced  by  a large  electromagnet. 
The  amount  of  acceleration  is 
determined  by  taking  pictures 
of  the  particle,  with  a high 
speed  camera,  as  they  pass 
through  the  magnetic  field.

of  what  she  knew. 

Oi',  let’s  take  another  exam- 
ple. Last  year  there  was  at 
lease  one  boy  in  Helaman  Halls 
that  was  bright  enough  to  real- 
ize he  was  missing  out  on  some- 
thing he  had  paid  lor.

Israel  problem

made  on  Mr.  Fayek  Saleh,  I 
strongly  say  it  was  in  poor 
taste  and  uncalled  for.  Mr.  Ipak- 
tehian, I understand  that  you 
are  an  Iranian  student. 

BUT  YOU  SHOULD  remem- 
ber that  you  have  been  away 
from  your  country  for  12  years. 
You,  should  know  by  now  that 


Iran  is  not  a part  of  Arabia.  Al- 
though Iran  is  not  an  Arabian 
country,  you  are  free  to  talk 
about  the  problem. 

YOUR  misunderstanding  of 
the  nature  of  the  Arab-Israeli 
conflict  requires  a reply.  The 
Arabs  are  not  against  Ben  Gur- 
ion  because  he  is  a Jew.  They 
are  against  him  because  is  is  an 
intruder.  The  Jews  arc  mistreat, 
ed  in  the  West  and  this  is  a 
Western  fault,  not  a fault  of  the 
Arabs. 

Assuming  that  the  Jews  had 
lived  in  Iran  2(X)0  years  ago  or 
in  America  at  that  period,  today 
the  Jews  would  have  no  right 
to  establi.sh  a separate  state  in 
Iran  or  to  carve  part  of  Utah 
lor  themselves.  If  the  Ameri- 
cans cannot  stomach  such  an 
insult — a Jewish  state  created 
in  America  against  their  will, 
they  -Should  not  expect  the 
Arabs  to  accept  the  insult. 

IF  THEY  refuse  to  accept 
such  an  insult  and  wish  the 
Arabs  to  stomach  a Jewish 
state,  when  the>'  arc  practicing 
a double  standard  of  morality. 

There  are  many  Jews  who 
are  as  opposed  to  Zionism  and 
Israel  as  the  Arabs  are.  Their 
opposition,  as  that  of  the  Arabs, 
to  Israel  is  based  on  political 
grounds.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
Mr.  Ipaktehian.  as  a result  of 
misunderstanding,  throws  in 
the  religious  Issue.

The  tenth  station.  i>erhaps  the 
most  imi)t>rtant  of  all.  is  the 
Churcl)  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre 
isomt'tlmes  callt*<l  the  Ut'sur- 
rt*otlon  Church!.  Tlie  Holy 
St'pulchre  kt*ys  havt*  been  kept 
by  a MosI«*m  family  until  now. 

The  walls  of  this  large  struc- 
ttire  enclose  the  area  of  tht* 
Holy  Hepulchre  itself  an<l  of 
Calvary,  which  each  are  con- 
tained within  -separate  rooms. 
Surrounding  the  HoN-  St*pulchre 
are  littlt*  chajx'ls,  each  belong- 
ing to  a different  ‘..-v  t of  Chris- 
tianity. small  groups  can 

hold  worship  .;cn  l. 

Tt)  OI  R RItillT  from  the 
Holy  S.*pulchrr  'vc  go  up  some 
stejv-  and  «’nter  the  room  which 
iontains  Calvary.  On  the  walls 
are  jwlntings  of  the  crucifixion. 
There  nic  jhret*  altars  in  the 
room.  Next  to  the  one  on  the 
right  is  a mocnie  picture  of 
Jesus  N'ing  nailed  to  the  cjti-.-;. 
with  Hi--  mother  stan<ling  near- 


by and  Mary  Magdelinc  crying 
at  His  feet. 

The  middle  frames  a statue  of 
the  Virgin  of  Seven  Sorrows 
with  a knife  In  her  heart;  the 
statue  Is  covered  with  jewelry 
and  m<>dals  pinne<]  on  by  visit- 
ing pilgrims.  It  is  said  that  this 
Is  the  place  where  the  Virgin 
stood  under  the  cross. 

TIIF  THIRD  AI.TFR  is  where 
the  cross  was  put  Into  the 
rocks;  you  can  put  your  hon<l 
into  tho  hole  and  also  see  cracks 
caused  by  the  earthciuake. 

The  Holy  Sepulchre  contains 
the  tomb  of  Jesus  Christ.  Since 
the  doonvay  Is  very  small,  we 
have  to  b<'nd  low  as  we  enter. 
We  strike  a match  in  order  to 
sp<'.  Over  the  doorway  Is  a 
marble  picture  of  Jesus  rising 
from  the  dead.  The  tomb  itself 
Is  covercil  by  a marbl<*  stone, 
'cracketi  in  the  middle.  The  .'<ep- 
ulohre  is  so  small  that  only . 
three  or  four  people  can  kiux'l 
Inside;  and  as  we  leave,  we 
must  hack  out  in  reverence. 

.ANOTIIFR  interesting  part 
of  the  church  is  Its  undergroun<l 
tunnel  an<l  cave.  Along  the 
walls  of  the  tunnel  are  ci 
engraved  by  the  Furopean  cru- 
saders duriiii-  the  .MicMIe 
There  is  also  a column  on  which 
J«‘sus  \«.as  -.cour-'t  J,  which  is 
only  ex|)ose<l  once  a year  dur- 
ing the  Holy  Wt*t*k. 

It  surely  is  a thrilling  o.\p«’rl- 
ence  to  visit  the  holy  platx»s  of 
the  Passion  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
to  think  that  ever,6  step  we  take 
might  have  be<»n  on  a place 
where  Jesus  walke<l.
